A Continuation of the Fournal kept in the Impersal 
Army commanded by Prince Eugene of Savoy ; to 
the 23d of June. 


HE 18th. feveral of the Enemy’sBarks ap- 
pearing on the Lake, retarded the Tranf- 
portation of the Baggage of the Palatin 
Troops: The Regiment of Palatin Dra- 
goons joyn’d the Body under Generat 

Roccavione. 

The 19th. Part of the Baggage of the Palatin 
Troops was brought over the Lake : The other Re- 
giment of Palatin Horfe, joyn’d the Body command- 
ed by General Roccavione. Lieutenant Collonel 
Steinberg of the Artillery, fent Word he was arriv’d 
with the Artillery at Riva ; but that the Barks being 
employ’d in tranfporting Baggage, he was marching 
by the Hills. A Meffenger was fent, to prefs him to 
haften his March. Deferters reported the Enemy 
had fent towards the Canal on the Naviglio, all their 
Grenadicrs and 4 Men of each Company of the Pi- 
quet, upon Intelligence that we were about to move. 

The zeth. the reft of the Baggage of the Palatin 
Troops was brought over the Lake ; whereupon the 
2 Regiments of Foot march’d from Salo towards the 
Valley of Offetto, follow’d by their Baggage. That 
Day the Enemy’s Army made feveral Motions, and 
fent a Detachment towards Brefcia. Notice of this 
was fent to General Roccavione, with order to fend 
out Parties to oblerve that Detachment. 

The 21ft. thar Detachment of the Enemy retir’d. 
All the Quarter-Mafters were fent to the Body of 
Troops under General Roccavione, to mark out a 
new Camp: The Baggage was order’d thither, and 
all the Army was order’d to be ready to march in the 
Night, cto joyn the Body under General Roccavione 
and encamp in the new Camp, with the leaft Noife 
poilible. In order to this, the Collonels Zumjungen 
and Gelhorn were commanded the firft to withdraw 
the. Garrifons of Maderno and Salo, and to endea- 
vour.to. repair with the Artillery, by one a Clock in 
the Morning to the Bridge near Sopraponte ; and 
the other to withdraw the Troops out of Carignano, 
Campiano, Limon, and Prato delle Famo, and to 
pais the Lake with thofe Troops to Riva and Tor- 

ole in order to preferve thofe 2 Pofts : The Batral- 
lions that are coming ‘from Bavaria, ate likewife to 
be commanded by him till further order, that he 
may defend thofe 2 Pofts and Tirol againft the In- 
vafions of the Enemy. 

The 22d. the Army march’d into the Valley of 
Offetto, and rhe Grenadiers and part of the Infantry 
were pofted to cover the March, and hinder the E- 
nemy’s falling on the Rear-Guard ; but there was 
fome Delay, becaufe the Artillery and Collonel Zum- 
jungen could not arrive’ at the Hour appointed : 
However we march’d with fo great Silence, that 
tho” ir was broad Day-light 2 Hours before the laft 
of the Troops eptred the Valley, the Enemy had no 
Knowledge of it. The March was continued all 
Day, and in thé Evening we arriv’d at the new 
Camp: The Left Wing of the Army is extended 
towards Brefcia, and the Right towards Torbole, 
Roncadello being in the Centre. Onthe Way, near 
Nave, Bread was diftribured tothe Army for 4 Days. 


We have Advice, that early this Morning the Ene- 
my fent out their Forragers ; but upon Notice of our 
March, immediately recall’d them ; and that after 
having broken their Bridges on the Chiefa, they have 
put themfelves upon the March, but which Way we 
cannot learn. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated July 11. 

From the Camp near Menerbio, June 26. ‘Prince 
Eugene of Savoy employ'd fome Days in fending his 
Baggage, Ammunition, and part of his Arrillery to 
Nave, and to the Neighbouring Villages, with feve- 
ral Detachments of Horfe and, Foor ; waw.og the 
arrival of fome Recruits, and of the Palatin {'roops. 
In the mean time the Grand Prior of Frazce made 
Motion, being refoly’d not to quit his Camp till 
after the Enemy thould march, becaufe the moft ad- 
vantagiou Courfe they could take to join the Duke 
of Savoy, was to march by the Mantuan and pafs 
the Po. The Reinforcements Prince Eugene expect- 
ed, arriv’d the 19th and 20th, and the21{t he march’d 
with the reft of his Army towards Nave. He con- 
tinued his March above Brefcia, the 3 following Days, 
palling by Roncadello, whence he advang’'d beyond 

orbole. The 22d. the Grand Prior mot@#, and the 
24th arriv'd in this Camp on the Mela, within 2 
Leagues of the Enemy. The 25th perceiving the 
Enemy did not continue theit March, he went to 
Ponte Vico 2 Leagues from hence, to give Order 
for 2 Bridges to be laid over the Oglio, one of which 
was finith’d that Day, to the end he might be ready 
to follow Prince Eugene in cafe he fhould proceed 
towards the Oglio. Returning hither, he was in- 
form’d a great number of Foot appear'’d near the 
Guard of Horfe on our Right. He judg’d, that 
Prince Eugene believing him to be on the March, 
defign'd to fall upon his Rearguard ; and therefore 


in a very little time he drew up his Army in Battalia. 


in an advantageous Poft. The Enemy did nor qd- 
vance, and Night coming on they retir'd towards 
Roncadello, near Brefcia, by the fame way’ they 
came. 
Salo, June 27. The Pofts in the Neighbourhood of 
this Place, are quitted by the Imperialifts and French ; 
Defenzano excepted, in which fome French are left, 
becaufe they wanted Waggons to, carry their Bag- 
B28 to Caftiglione ; but ‘tis believ’d they are gone 
y this Time. 

From the Camp of the Inperialifts, July 2. Yefterday 
6 Battalloins of Spaniards march’d from Palazzuolo, 
after they had thrown 6000 Sacks of Meal into th 
River ; leaving 200 Men in the Place. On Advice 
of it, General Vifconti was order’d to march with 
the Horfe, follow’d by the Grenadiers, to endeavour 
to overtake them. To Day wereceiv'’d an Accounr, 
that General Vifconti got up with thefe Barrallions 
near Bergamo ; that he atrack’d them with the 
Horfe, and kill’d a great Number of them : But the 


Enemy pofting themfelves ona Hill, defended them- 


felves valliancly till our Grenadiers arriv’d ; after 
which feeing themfelves furrounded on all fides, they 
beat a Parley, and yielded themfelves Prifoners of 
War ; one Collonel excepted, who with the Re- 
mains of his Regiment fled to the Mountains, and 
fome other Soldiers difpers’d themfelves into the 
Woods. At Noon General Vifconti came back, 
bringing with him General Toralba who commanded 
thefe 6 Battallions, and 8 Spanifh Colours. The 
Prifoners confift of 1 Collonel, 1 Lieutenant Col- 
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lonel, 19 other Officers, and about 500 Soldiers. 
Lieutenant Collonel St. Amour has alfo fent to the 
Camp 21 Prifoners, with an Account, that of 50 
Spaniards that came our of Palazzuolo he kill'd 20, 
and took 40 Horfes. The Garrifon of Ponte-Oglio, 
confifting of 1 Lieutenant Collonel, 5 Captains, 6 
Lieutenants, and 200 Soldiers, have furrendred them- 
felves Prifoners of War. 

There are other Letters from Italy, dated July 4. 
which fay Prince Eugene had fent fome of his Iroops 
towards the Adda, to fecure the Paffages, and enter 
the Milaneze. 
~ From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated July 17. 

Venice, July 4. Lewers from Brefcis tell us, that 
the Imperial Army which advanc'd the 22d of laft 
Month cowards Roncadelio and Torbole, continuing 
their March the following Days, turn’d into the 
Road that leads to Quinzano, as tho’ they had de- 
fign'd to pafs the Og!io thereabouts ; and General 
Sereni with 4000 Horfe and as many Foor, mov'd 
towards Menerbio, whither the Grand Prior of France 
was advanc’d with his Army from Bagnuolo in 2 Co- 
lumns, General Medavi bringing up tne Rear. The 
Grand Prior drew up in-o Order of Bartle ; as if he 
defign’d to Atcack the Imperialifts; buc finding they 
ftood their Ground ready to receive him, he seiviv'd 
to pafs the Meia at Menerbio ; and breaking Gown 
the Bridge as foon as he had got over, be extended 
his Army to Baffaco, and caus'd Men to Work all 
Night to cover his Camp, waving his Might ac Me- 
nerbio, his Lefr at Baffaco, and che Seriola before 
him: Hereupon Prince Eugene extended the Lefe of 
his Army towards the Varol'e and Viilanuova, and 
caus'd General Viiconti to advance to Monrice i. 
The Imperialifts endeavour'd to gain fome Advan- 
tage againft the Left of the French ; and after fame 
Skirmifhes in which feveral of the latter were taken 
Prifoners, Prince Eugene march’d to Lograto, and 
from thence advanc'd the 27th of laft Month at Day- 
break in 2 Columns towards Urago. The Grand 
Prior being inform’d of it, march’d towards Oriano, 
to approach the Imperialifts ; but their Horfe had 
already pa{s'd the Oglio at the Ford of Caizo, and 
had laid 3 Bridges, over which their Foot pafs’d the 
2$:h without any Oppofizion. Count Sereni croffing 
the River, was taken with a Vertigo, and fell frem 
his Horfe into the Stream : Som: Soldiers plung’d in 
after him to fave him, but in vain, and 3 of them 
peritied ss That General is very much lamented. The 
Grand Prior fecing the Imperialifts had pafs'd, march’d 
to Ponre Vico, and there pafs’d the Ogiio; and caufing 
the Bridge to be broken, he took his March in 2°Co- 
Jumns towards the Adda. Mean ume Prince Eugene 
advancing from Calzo, caus’d part of his Army to 
march cowards Palazzuolo, and threatned the Troops 
there ro give them no Quarter if they deftroy’d their 
Magazines ; bur notevithftanding thofe Threats, Ge- 
neral Toralba who commanded at Palazzuolo, caus’d 
moft of the Meal, Corn, and Rice to be thrown in- 
to the River the 3oth of laft Month, and retir’d with 
about 1700 Men inro the Bergamaic: But Letters 
jut arriv’d tell us, that General was overtaken by 
4000 Imperial Horie commanded by the Prince of 
Lorrain and General Vifconti ; and that after fome 
Refiftance, in which he loft a great number of his 
Men, himfelf and the reft of his Troops were taken 
Prifoners. ’Tis {aid the Prince of Lorrain was wounded 
in this Action. 

From the Paris Letter, dated July 13. 

Faris, July 13. The roth Inftant, an Exprefs ar- 
riv’d from the grand Prior of France, who the 5th 
left him encamp'd at Ombriano below Crema. He 
reports, that the Armies were {till becween the Oglio 
and the Adda; and that General Toralba, who was 
coming from Palazzuolo to our Army with 7 Batralli- 
ons, was furrounded by Prince Eugene’s Troops, 
and made Prifoner with 4 of his Bartallions ; but 
that Monfieur de Louvigni got off fafe, and joyn’d 
our Army with the other 3. The Grand Prior has 
fent 7 Battallions commanded by the Marquis de 
Broglio, to reinforce the other Troops that guard the 


Adda. The Siege of Chivas is carried'o0n with ay 
imaginable Vigour ; and feeing the Befiegers do nor 
Fire, nor make any Sallies, ‘tis believ’d they depend 
upon their Mines ; which we muft endeavour to 
find out after we are poffefs'd of the Covert-Way 

Letters from Cafal of the 7th Inftanr, advife, thar 
the Duke of Vendome being inform’d the Imperialitts 
had pafs’d the Oglio, had lett the Command of the 
Army before Chivas to the Duke de la Feuillade, and 
thac Day (the 7th) march’d with 8 or icoco Foor 
and Horfe, to join the Grand Prior and atrack the 
Germans ; fo that we are in expectation to hear of 
a bloody Action. The Letters trom Alface reli ue 

that the Troops under the Marfhals de Villars ond 
Marcin, were to reft fome Days at Lauterbach, and 
afterwards to march upon fome important Enterprize 
that is yet kept fecret, The Advices from Madrid 

tell us the Troops on both fides are gone into Quar. 
a of Refrefhment ; but fay nothing of the Enemy’s 

eet. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 18. 

Paris, July 13. Vis advis'd from the Camp be. 
fore Chivas, that the 3oth of June the Duke of Ven. 
dome causd a fortified Cailine which cover'd the 
Bridge of Chivas, to be arcack’d by 17 Companies 
of Grenadiers fupported by 4 Regiments of Foot : 
The Affailancs were oblig’d to advance by fo narrow 
a Way, that in fome Parts of it they were forc’d ta 
follow each other Man by Man; yet they maintain'd 
the Affaule 4 Hours, bur ar Jaft were oblig’d ro re. 
tire, Io this Action we loft 320 Soldiers and 20 Of 
ficers. Since which it has beea found neceffary to 
open Trenches before thar Cailine, and ro atrack ir 
itin Form. Letters from the Army under the Grand 
Prior encamp’d near Soncino, dated the 2d Inftanr, 
fay, they had been cblig’dtorake 2 very long Marches 
to get thither, 2nd that the Weather was fo exceffive 
hor, that abour 200 Officers and Soldiers drop’d 
down and died on the Way. The Spanith General 
Toralba is fufpected here of holding fecret Intelli- 
gence with the Enemy ; fer tis confidently faid he 
had Force fufficient to have difpuared their Paffage 
over the Oglio; And the Grand Prior is very much 
blam’d for intrufting an Affair of fo grear Conf. 
quence, as the Defence of the Paffages of that Ri- 
ver, to Spaniards. 

From the Duke of Marlborough’s Camp at’ Lens des 
Beguines, July 16. On che rath Inftant his Grace 
the Duke of Marlborough reviewed the Foor of the 
firft Line of our Army, who appear’d in very good 
Order. Yefterday our Army made a general For- 
rage between Borchloen and St. Tron, with a Guard 
of 1000 Horfe, and as many Foot, and the whole 
returned to the Camp about Noon without any Lofs. 
The Troops which were detached- for the Siege of 
Huy have been employed fince the farrender of that 
Place in demolifhing our Approaches, and repairing 
the Breaches as far as the little time would permit ; 
and Monfieur Scholten having left 2 Battalions in 
Garrifon there, marches this Day with the reft of the 
Detachment to Tourinne, and will join the Army to 
morrow. The Army commanded by Monf, d’Auver- 
querque will at the fame time make a fmall Motion 
over the Mehaigue, in order to approach nearer to 
us, Colonel Durell; whom his Grace had fent Ex- 
prefs from Triers to Vienna, to give the Emperor an 
Account of the Reafons which had induced him to 
return towards the Maefe, arrived here this Day 
with a very obliging Anfwer from the Emperor to 
his Grace’s Letter.
